and Switt &.Co. had advised the-depart- 
ment that these concerns would submit to 
the Attorney Genera] on Avig.'1 a4 plan for 
the dissolution ‘of the holding company.

HAVANA, June 17.—Cuban officials 
now assert that they are not disturbed 
by reports declaring that their in- 
dependerice is endangered and that 
Washington proposes to intervene. 
They declare that they have the fullest 
assurance that the United: States does 
not intend to molest them so long as 
they continue as now in putting down 
the uprising in the quickest possible 
time. 

‘Tue Times correspondent submitted 
at the palace this afternoon THE 
Times’s telegram from Washington, 
published to-day relating to the insur- 
gent leader, Julio Antomanchi, and his 
ithréat ‘to hang foreigners. 

Cuban officials minimize the impor- 
tance of Antomanchi. In the first 
place, ‘he is not.a General of the high- 
‘est rank. He was a Lieutenant in the 
Army of Liberation and is practically 
unknown. He has only a few men. 

Secretary Remirez, in a statement to 
Tue Times correspondent, says: 

“ Antomanchi; who is accompanied 
by three or four men, is trying to 
escape from guerrilla forces now ve- 
ly in pursuit, and his only object life 
at the present moment is to succeed. in 
his perilous -flight, His proclamation, 
in which the. lives of, foreigners are 
threatened, said to be signed by him, 
was nh» doubt prepared in. Santia Gode- 
cuba, and by one. far more cunning 
than that unfortunate fellow, but far 
less courageous.” 

The correspondent of Tue Times 
asked Sefior Remirez as to the truth 
of reports that the Government had 
bought off the negro leaders for the 
purpose of getting. them to abandon 
the revolution. It was reported that 
the Government had offered Estenoz 
and Ivonet $100,000 each to abandon 
their cause and flee the island. It

bad béen paid~to la Coste, the leader 


who surrendered- yesterday. . Sefior 
Remirez replied: 
, It is false, absolutely false, that 


the Government. has bribed any of the 
leaders of the present revolt. It was 
not necessary. The Cuban people ore 
proud of-*thé.

‘The Associated: Press 
denies the absurd.reports to-day: .Those 
who have circulated such false news 
with evil intention, have injured the 
Government, but will not succéed in 
their nefarious designs.”

Prof. Perkin exhibited a specimen of

There is a touch of impudence in the 
assumption by Mr. Roosfve rT that bis 
desperate scramble at Chicago for a 
third term is comparable to *‘ the battle 
of the great day of God the Almighty ” 
at “the place which is called in the 
Hebrew tongue Armageddon.” Thsre 
is a touch of something not wholly dift- 
ferent from blasphemy in his further 
assumption that at the present moment 
he is doing “ battle for the Lord.”

BUNKER HILL DAY. 

Boston celebrated Bunker Hill Day 
yesterday, and Canada almost as bit- 
terly as the battle was fought is de- 
bating whether or not to réturn the 
cannon captured at Bunker Hill by the 
British. iAmerican versions are that 
no artillery was used by the Revolu- 
tionists in that struggle, but the Cana- 
dians hold the cannon, and have put an 
inscription on it that they captured it. 
It is the regular thing to show the 
cannon, something less than two feet 
long, to Americans visiting Quebec, 
and they always say that as their 
side kept the Hil! Canadians ate wel- 
come to the cannon. 

Incidents like this are a poor intro- 
duction to the celebration of the uii- 
broken century -of peace between the 
Canadians and ourselves. When the 
idea was proposed it was thought that 
it would: be marked by an era of good 
| feeling, and by no acerbities.. But it 
would seem that each side is thinking 
of its victories, and is forgetting its 
deféats, The fighting of these battles 
over again can do no good to either 
side, and there is little to choose be- 
tween them regarding urbanity. Just 
as the Canadians brag about captur- 
ing a cannon'in a battle which they 
lost, so there are some Americans who 
boast of their forebears capturing in 
Canada the first royal standard ever 
taken from. British troops, dnd the 
only one believed to be in existence 
outside British dominions. Those 
who own neither the cannon nor the 
standard are suggesting swapping one 
for the other, and there is an ex- 
change of compliments which recails 
the misadventures that followed the 
well-meant plan to restore the tro- 
phies captured in our war of the rebell- 
ion. Possibly these preliminary ex- 
changes will exhaust the feeling which 
they express and may clear.the way 
‘for the centenary. It is altogether de- 
sirable that it should be unblemished, 
and it would almost be better that it 
should not be ‘celebrated than it 
should lead to aby serious revival of 
century-old animosities.

People who think that 
Eyesight there was a Golden Age in 
Now atid the past, and. that these 
Fo ‘merly. are degenerate days, not 
infrequently instance in 
support of their contention the fact that 
glasses are much more worn now than 
in the good old times—that at present not 
@ few children, poor dears! are subjected 
to this ugly disfigurement, something 
that neyer happened when our grand- 
fathers were young. 

Dr, Aaron Bray of Philadelphia, writ- 
ing in The New York Medical Journal, 
Points out the absurdity of this argu- 
ment. He admits that in some respects 
Gyes aré more severely tried now than 
formerly, in the sense that the conditions 
of modern life, especially in cities, compel 
us to look often and long at objects close 
to the eye, ‘work which imposes mitch 


those which are remote. This difference is 
largely if not wholly balanced, however, 
by the vast improvement in illuminating 
devices since the days of candles, and 
lamps that were hardly better, and, in 
the.case of children, by the greater care 
to have echools properly and adequately 
lighted. 

As for the increased_number of spec- 
tacles and eyéglasses, that is accounted 
for by Dr. Bray as resulting, not from 
the present inferiority of eyes, but from 
new appreciation of.the value of these 
aids to vision, new knowledge that they 
are vitally necessary to the. physical, 
mental, and even moral welfare of many 
children, and by the new skill of oculists 
and vpticians, thanks to which, when the 
opticians keep within their own domain 
of making glasses~on the oculist’s pre- 
scription, eye defects formerly ignored 
are now corrected. 

Our ancestors went without glasses for 
much the same réason that they went 
without railways and telephones and 
aeroplanes, and multitudes of them who, 
if they lived to-day, could have an ap- 
proximation to perfect vision by means 
of delicatély adjusted glasses, went 
through all their years without ever-get- 
ting a really good sight of anything. Even 
now many have thelr first clear look at 
the world when adults, simply because of 
the too widely surviving * notion that 
glasses are needed only by the old. 

Conclusive proof that eyes are bétter 
treated than ever before is found in the 
steadily decreasing number of the blind.

School Medical Inspector Gives Her 
Views. of Mr. Frick’s Gift. 


To the Editor of The New. York Times: 

The proposed removal of the Lenox 
Library building to Central Park must 
arouse concern and misgiving in every 
well-informed mind. Here is the begin- 
ning of an invasion of Central Park. by 
buildings, and the establishment of a 
precedent of encroachment on Park space, 
which is already so limited and inadequate 
to the city’s urgent needs. 

Fifteen thousand babies under one year 
of age died last year in New York City— 
many of them unnecessarily. Now, one 
of the most’ urgent needs of the young 








the babies of ‘the uptown east side and 
west side with a proper air space and 
recreation centre in which to spend pleas- 
ant days. Central Park is used more 
or less by the children of all districts 
of the city; but in what we may call 
the Park district—the district extending 
from Fifty-fifth Street to 115th Street, 
including the territory east and west)— 
there are thirty-eight public schools hay- 
ing an aggregate register of 76,000 chil- 
dren. Besides these school children there 
are younger children, and children, from 
parochial and other schools, These 

gate more than 100,000 children, whose 
principal and most beautiful playground 
ig Central Park. 

In my work for the Department ot 
Health for the past two years as Med- 
ical School Inspector, working among the 
children of the district east of Central 
Park, I have found that a very large 
percentage of. them suffer from adenoids 
and tonsils, accompanied by nasal ca- 
tarrhal conditions. Experts in medicine 
know that these conditions in childhood 
are largely caused by the insufficient 
and vitiated air of cities. The result 
of these diseased conditions in children 
are a clogging up and the partial closing 
of the .air passages, resulting in un- 
developed chest and poor lung capacity, }* 
and a@ predisposing to tuberculosis and 
other lung diseases. To put a building in 
the air space which is needed by such 
children is fundamentally wrong an 
stupid.
